14 November 1947. 


These two police ullivers ruided the Chuupal at 3 A . M . 
where chunni Khan was reported to be stuying. The 
Chaupal was dark and there was no place nearby to serve 
as wover . They rushed iuto the Chaupal suddenly from 
the front opening . Chunn Khan who was awake lired at 
the police party . Janab Abdul Rahman Khan , Deputy 
Inspector General, and Janab Abdul Rahman Khun , Circle 
Inspector, were in front and bad a miraculous esvapo . 
They fired at Chunn Khan and shot him dead . 

The two police officers displayed conspicuous gullantry 
at great personal risk in this encounter.

Chunui Khan , an 
ex -Army soldier and a jotorious bad character of the Stute 
who had illegally possessed himself of certain firearms 
joined the mob and playod a leading part in subversive 
activities. A gung headed by him set fire to Governinent 
buildings , Courts , Police Station , Tehsil and tho houses of 
Stato and Police Officials . The situation was ultimately 
brought under control. Cliunni Khan with an organisod 
gang of bad characters encountered a police party and 
shot down a Sub - Inspector and a Constable . Luter , a 
posse of armed polico under Sub - Inspector IIamid Shah 
Khan tried to round him up but he too was shot dend . 
Thereafter this gang indulged in dacoities , murders , etc ., 
at the border of the State . In spite of the best efforts by 
the Stute police and military forces the yang could not be 
rounded up and thus become a terror on the border of 
Moradabad and Rampur Stato .
